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Gas Line Explosion Shakes Knifley Area

A huge early-morning gas line explosion beneath Ky. 
76 in the Knifley community destroyed much of the 
road, damaged three nearby homes, and sent two 
residents to the hospital for treatment 
last Thursday. The blast shot flames 
hundreds of feet into the air and was * , u

best part of it was that no lives were lost. That’s the 
number one priority.” 

Columbia Gulf, the company who owns the line that 
exploded, is continuing to assist in the clean up of the 
area, as well as researching the cause of the explosion. 


“We’re continuing to investigate,” a representative 
for the company said Monday morning. “This is 
unacceptable and we’re going to continue to work hard 
to see what happened here.” 

“It was just huge,” Knifley Fire Dept. Lt. Jeramy 
Steams said of the blast and the 
blaze. “It honestly scared me to 
death. I had never seen anything like 
it, but everyone pulled together and 
we were able to handle the situation 
with no lives lost. That’s always my 
first priority—people first. We’ll get 
to the fires once everyone is safe.” 

By roughly 8:30 a.m., the blaze 
was completely extinguished. 
Thomas said in a press conference 
last Thursday morning at the Knifley 
Fire Dept, that he hoped residents 
could be back in their homes by that 
night. 

“The goal is for tonight to be as 
normal a night as possible for them,” 
he said of those displaced by the 
explosion. “The wonderful thing is 
that a lot of times in areas like this, 
people rely on neighbors and family. 
That’s what happened here.” 

Thomas’ goal was met, as Knifley 
residents were allowed to return 
home around 3:30 p.m. that 
afternoon, with all area roads 
reopened for use at 5 p.m.

Meg Wellnitz Appleton Dies In Prison 

Former Adair Resident Discovered In Cell After Apparent Suicide

A woman responsible for one of the most infamous 
and gruesome crimes in Adair County’s history was 
found dead in her jail cell at the Kentucky 
Correctional Institute for Women last Wednesday 
morning as a result of an apparent suicide. 

Meg Wellnitz Appleton was serving a life sentence 
for plotting the murder of her stepfather, mother, and 
brother in February 1993. 

“She was discovered in her cell shortly before 7 
a.m. Wednesday morning,” Lisa Lamb, the prison’s 
spokesperson, says. “It’s being investigated as a 
suicide by Kentucky State Police.” 

Lamb declined to comment further on the matter, 
and said that she’d never had any direct contact with 



Appleton while she was at the prison. 

Joseph Wellnitz was a practicing veterinarian in 
Adair County. His body, along with the bodies of his 
wife, Beth, and son, Dennis, was discovered at the 
family’s home more than two decades ago, but the 
initial investigation stalled and the case remained 
open for more than 10 years. 

An accomplice whom Appleton had met at 
Lexington Community College—William Harry 
Meece—was eventually convicted of carrying out the 
crime and is currently on death row awaiting 
execution. 

The only established motive for the crime was 
financial. Appleton and Meece planned to collect 
almost a half-million dollars in inheritance and life 
insurance, which would be split between them. 

Commonwealth Attorney Brian Wright prosecuted 
Appleton and Meece, and still vividly remembers the 
case. 

“Any murder case that we’ve ever prosecuted, the 
fact that someone loses a life makes it tragic,” Wright 
says. “The nature of this being an entire family 
murdered though, and having family involved, it 
definitely stands out. Then there’s also the fact that it 
went on so long [before anyone was arrested].” 

Meg Wellnitz Appleton, still a student at the time of 
her family’s murder, was a suspect from early on, but 
the case didn’t break until her accomplice’s ex-wife 
came forward with a piece of physical evidence in 
2002. 

Regina Meade presented to Kentucky State Police a 
small safe that had been taken from the Wellnitz’ 
home years earlier, and within a year both Appleton 
and her conspirator who actually fired the fatal shots 
had been charged in the crime.

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Wes and I decided to trade columns 
for the week, and since I’m afraid that 
allowing me to venture beyond sports 
will get me in so much trouble that 
I’m not allowed to write one of these 
again, I have to make it count. I came 
up with a pretty extensive listof things 
I wanted to talk about, but this one felt 
the most important. This is the one

people I personally knew who were on various social media sites. 
At the time, it was My Space, and then a few of us shifted to 
Facebook as we approached college age. 

Now, however, Facebook, and to a lesser extent, twitter has 
become a place where the entire world gathers. That includes 
much of this and surrounding communities. In much the same 
way that the Wild West had few rules and generally policed itself, 
the Internet has often behaved in the same way; and just as the 
increase in population and the development of towns and 
societies in these once-renegade lands required laws and 
structure, social media now needs a few rules as well. 

These are my own rules, but they should be your rules too. I 
will probably touch a nerve here, and that’s a good thing. I’m 
telling you these things as a friend, and as someone who is trying 
to help prevent you from annoying hundreds or thousands of 
your electronic friends. I am far from the final authority on this 
subject, but I humbly ask that we all at least give these a try. 
Let’s get started. These are Blake’s Seven Rules for a Better 
Internet. 

1. Do not post spoilers to movies, television shows, or 
sporting events. I know many of us enjoy watching a particular 
event with several thousand of our not-so-close friends via social

Simon Grider

Warder W. Stevens, 1916, B.F. Bowen & Company, Inc., 
Indianapolis, IN. 

Among the well-known farmers and prominent citizens of 
Monroe township, Washington county, Indiana, is Simon Grider, 
who was born on May 2, 1843, in Adair County, Kentucky, the son 
of William Grider and Mary Bailey Grider. William Grider was 
born in Kentucky, and farmed the greater part of his life in Adair 
County, later going to the state of Illinois, where he died. 

After the death of her husband, Mrs. Mary Grider returned to her 
former home, in Adair County, Kentucky, and when her son, Simon, 
was sixteen years of age they came to Washington County, Indiana, 
in 1860, and settled on Buffalo Creek. Mrs. Mary Grider returned to 
Kentucky in 1869, where she died in 1880. 

William and Mary Grider were the parents of four children, 
Elizabeth, Lockie, Archie and Simon. Simon Grider lived in Adair 



County, Kentucky, where he attended school until 1860, when he 
came to Washington County and engaged in farming in Monroe 
township for some time. In 1862 he enlisted in Company E, Fifth 
Indiana Cavalry, for service in the Civil War, serving until June, 
1865. Simon Grider served with General Sherman as far as 
Jonesboro and then was returned to Lexington, Kentucky, later 
going to Louisville, where after being given new clothing and 
equipment, he, with others, was sent to Pulaski, Tennessee, where 
they served on guard duty for the remainder of the war. 

After his military service Simon Grider returned to Washington 
County and rented a farm which he cultivated for some time, then 
bought eighty acres of land in Monroe township, where he now 
lives a retired life. During the year 1865 Simon Grider was married 
to Samiara Barnet, who was born in Jefferson township, 
Washington County, the daughter of Rudias and Nancy Brandeman 
Barnet. To the marriage of Simon and Samiara Grider were bom the 
following children: 

William, who married Caddie Jackson, and to whom were born 
three children, all of whom are deceased, and after the death of his 
first wife, William married, secondly, Gertrude Jackson, and to 
them have been born five children, Edward, Elsie, Emmett, 
Florence and Emma, all living with their parents in the state of 
Washington; 

Ida, who married William D. Fleener, a farmer living near 
Brownstown, Indiana; Charles, a farmer of Monroe township, who 
married Mary Huckleberry and to whom have been born eight 
children, Herschel, Ralvey/Belvey, Versal, Milburn, Ora, Elmira, 
Basil and another; 

Archie, a farmer of Monroe township, who married Dora Smith, 
and to whom have been born seven children, Lewis, Walter, Bertha, 
Roy, Ralph, Edna and Lawrence; 

Merle, who is deceased. 

Simon Grider is one of the highly respected men of Monroe 
township, his unselfish life and his public spirited nature having 
won for him a host of friends both in Washington county, Indiana, 
and in the state of Washington, where he spends considerable time. 
In politics, Mr. Grider is an ardent Republican, although he has 
preferred to serve as a private citizen rather than as office holder.

media sites, and that it adds to the overall enjoyment (and often 
comedic nature) of the event to read everyone’s various takes, 
jokes and theories about whatever the hot television topic of the 
night is. 

That said, some people are unable to watch live, and are 
recording the show or game for a later date. While those people 
should be careful on social media as well, it is in bad form to post 
specific things that happened. A “Wow! What a shot!” or “I can’t 
believe that just happened,” is fine, but “No!!!! Susie was my 
favorite character, she can’t be dead,” is terrible. Don’t do that. 

2. A word or statement in all capital letters still means 
you’re shouting. This has been an internet rule since essentially 
day one, but it still goes unobserved, particularly among the less 
tech-savvy members of our online communities. I have no idea 
why those two traits are related, but it appears to be the case. 
This one should be simple, as it takes less effort to use no capital 
letters than to use all capital letters, but the problem still persists. 
In short, I know your grandmother is trying to be nice, but “THIS 
IS A REALLY NICE PICTURE OF YOU” sounds like your 
family should either show her the shift key or switch her to decaf. 

3. Your workout and diet still burns calories if you don’t 
tell us you’re doing it. I’m all for people getting themselves in 
shape or eating healthy, and while social media is a great way to 
share your progress or receive periodical motivation, it’s far from 
necessary to show us your gym outfit every day, a picture of 
every meal, or update us on your progress every step of the way. 

4. You care more about your pregnancy and child than the 
rest of us do. Please don’t take this the wrong way. Pregnancy, 
and the birth or growth of a child is one of the most beautiful 
things in the world. They’re little miracles that you essentially 
watch happen. That said, the parents and perhaps grandparents of 
said child are the only ones interested or emotionally invested 
enough in the baby to want to see weekly updates of a pregnancy 
or child’s growth. We can’t tell that your stomach looks any 
differently than it did for the previous two months that you’ve 
been showing us, and the funny statement your child made at the 
dinner table is pretty much only funny to you. You’re the parent. 
You love your kid more than we do. 

Big milestones or important updates and events are totally 
understandable and what social media was designed for. Tell us 
when you’re due, tell us whether it’s a boy or girl, tell us when 
your child takes its first step or says its first word. We just don’t 
want to hear about every step and every word along the way. 

5. We find your pet as interesting as we find your children. 
One of my primary uses of the Internet has always been to see 
hilarious or adorable pictures and videos of animals. It’s one of 
the great services the World Wide Web offers. If your pet does 
something amazing or funny and you happen to capture it on 
film, share it with your friends. If your dog or cat is asleep or 
wearing an outfit you made it wear, that isn’t special. If the dog 
puts on that sweater and hat by himself, film that and show us. 
Otherwise, we’ll pass. 

6. As fascinated as we all are by your dirty laundry, do not 

air it. For some unknown reason, the desire to immediately run 
to the computer to share every aspect of your personal or private 
life is an urge irresistible to many. And while nearly all of us read 
it and then proceed to talk and laugh about you, it’s in your best 
interest to keep those things private. Things said about a person, 
job or situation in the heat of the moment are often exaggerated, 
and dealing with having said that once you cool down turns into 
a much bigger problem than what you were initially angry about. 
Keep your private battles private. 

7. Do not fish for compliments or attention. I admit that, by 
nature, social media is all about attention and sharing your 
thoughts with the world, but this has to be done carefully. If you 
legitimately need help, prayers, or anything else, feel free to post 
asking people for those. It’s a great way to spread that request to 
lots of people. 

What you shouldn’t do, however, is post vague, whiny snippets 
intended to make people ask what’s wrong, tell you you’re pretty, 
or try to fix your problems for you. You aren’t the only one 
having a bad day, and posting from your couch, in front of your

“That’s probably 

something that we need to 
look at and get in our 
bylaws,” Corbin added. 

Sharon Burton of The 
Adair County Community 
Voice pointed out to the 
board that each member’s 
term appointment and 
expiration date is listed on 
the county’s website at 
adaircountygovernment .co 
m, but more questions 
lingered. 

Every member was listed 
as currently serving a four- 
year term, with the 
exception of Randy Bums, 
whose term is listed at 
three years. Bums himself 
speculated that he was 
probably granted a partial 
term since he replaced 
Roger Drake, who resigned 
before his appointment 
expired. 


During the discussion it 
was also discovered that 
the initial terms of Doug 
McCamish and Kay 
Bowman had expired 
months before either was 
reappointed to a second 
term in 2012. 

“This would be a good 
time to clean it up,” Dan 
Antle said, noting that a 
standard needed to be set 
for future appointments, as 
well as term limits and a 
uniform term length. Bums 
responded in agreement, 
adding that he hoped terms 
would remain staggered so 
the board would never be 
flooded with new, 
inexperienced members at 
any given time. 

“That could potentially 
be harmful to the 
effectiveness of the board,” 
Bums said.

Corbin suggested that a 
committee be established 
to look further into the 
matter and discuss it with 
county and city officials. 
Corbin, McCammish, and 
Burns were assigned 
responsibility for the 
investigation, and they will 
report what they worked 
out at the March meeting 
of the Economic 
Development Board. 

Currently, board 

members are appointed by 
Columbia’s mayor, but 
must meet approval from 
the City Council, Adair 
County Judge-Executive, 
and Adair County Fiscal 
Court. 

In other business at 
Tuesday’s meeting, Sue 
Stivers announced that 
Mike Hatcher’s 10-percent 
down payment on a land 
lease at the industrial park 
had been obtained, which 
amounted to slightly more 
than $5,200.

Meece was already 
incarcerated at the time for 
offering to kill a man for money. 
Meade testified against Meece 
in court, but Appleton pled 
guilty to three counts of 
conspiracy charges, earning a 
life sentence without the 
possibility of parole for 25 
years. 

Meece reportedly conspired 
with Appleton to kill the family 
and share the money to be 
collected. He confessed to the 
crime in detail to investigators in 
2004 but later recanted his 
statement and asserted that he 
was innocent, maintaining that 
he had only confessed so he 
could acquire new lawyers. He 
got his wish with the new 
representation, but the jury was 
unconvinced and found Meece 
guilty after only two hours of 
deliberation. Former Circuit 
Judge James Weddle handed 
down the death sentence. 

Meece’s bizarre antics both 
inside and outside of the 
courtroom garnered plenty of 
attention but did little to help his 
case. He has continued to file 
motions and appeals on his own 
behalf and likened the 
courtroom proceedings in his 
case to Nazi Germany. 

Appleton was serving her 
second stint at the facility in 
Shelby County, but had been

Since the explosion, County 
Judge-Executive Ann Melton, 
Ky. State Sen. Sarah Beth 
Gregory, Rep. Bam Carney and 
U.S. Rep. Ed Whitfield have ah 
expressed their appreciation for 
the hard work performed by the 
group of about 40 first 
responders and roughly 150 
crew workers, mostly 
volunteers, who handled the 
situation. 

“We have always known our 
emergency responders are 
dedicated, hardworking and 
brave men and women,” Judge 
Melton said in a press release 
last week. “But early Thursday 
morning in the Knifley 
community, we experienced this 
first hand. 

“I want to thank all the local, 
state and federal emergency 
responders who turned 
immediately to action as the 
events unfolded quickly when 
the totality of the danger was not 
yet known to them.” 

Fire Departments from 
Knifley, Breeding, Adair 
County, Taylor County, 
Dunnville, Clements ville, and 
Casey County responded to the 
situation, and were joined by the 
Adair County Sheriff’s Dept., 
Adair Search and Rescue, and 
the Lake Cumberland Territory 
Red Cross. 

At an appearance by Rep. 
Whitfield on Monday, the 
Columbia Gulf presented 


Knifley Fire Chief C.R. Drake 
with a check to help pay for 
immediate expenses incurred by 
the Knifley Fire Dept., and 
pledged that an additional 
$25,000 would be forthcoming. 

Drake was also presented 
with an American flag that had 
been flown over the U.S. Capitol 
as a token of Whitfield’s 
appreciation to the Knifley Fire 
Dept. 

“These volunteer fire 
departments are vitally 
important to our community, as 
we learned the other night,” 
Whitfield said. “I always think 
about these first responders, 
when they arrive on the scene, 
they never know what to 
expect.” 

With nearly a week having 
passed since the explosion, 
residents of Knifley are showing 
their positive spirit, 
determination and grit in 
returning life back to normal. 
Cathy Tucker, whose home was 
destroyed in the blast, spoke at 
Whitfield’s appearance on 
Monday. 

“This was just something that 
happened; it couldn’t be helped 
by anyone,” she said. “Knifley is 
my home and it will continue to 
be my home.

Blake and I decided to change things up a little bit this 
week, so I’m going to be writing about sports and Blake 
was able to branch out into a different topic and deliver 
a humorous instruction manual on internet etiquette.

It’s no secret that sports are one of my favorite topics 
of conversation, and after talking with a few friends 
about what kind of sports-related article to write this 
week, I decided to offer a tip of the hat to one of my 
favorite teams to follow for two decades now: The Adair 
County High School Indians.

I’ve not once seen a 
player put himself ahead of the team this year and that’s 
a credit to the senior leadership just as much as it is to 
the head coach. 

The lineup this year is interesting as well. The 
backcourt is undersized and the ffontcourt is extremely 
young, which isn’t usually a recipe for success, but this 
mix has still caused fits for opponents all year. As a

Adair Loses Home Doubleheader to Marion 


The Indians and Lady 
Indians played host to district 
foe Marion County last 
Thursday night in a pair of 

matchups that would 

determine seeding for the 
upcoming 20th District 

Tournament. In disappointing 
fashion, the Lady Indians lost 
a heartbreaker to the Lady 
Knights, while the Indians 
were dominated on the 

offensive glass and from 
three-point land to fall in the 
nightcap. 

Lady Indians 51 
Marion County 53 

In the first game of 
Thursday night’s 

doubleheader, the Lady 
Indians faced off with Marion 
County in a winner-take-all 
game for the 20th District 
regular season crown. After 
controlling the game nearly 
the entire way, the Lady 
Indians were plagued by 
mistakes late in the contest, 
and a powerful combination 
of made threes and offensive 
rebounds allowed Marion to 
take the 53-51 victory. 

“We played really hard,” 
Head Coach James Turner 
said. “I loved our energy and 
enthusiasm. This was a very 
disappointing loss.” 

A pair of Beth Owens free 
throws on the opening 
possession, followed by 
another Owens drive through 
contact and score put the Lady 
Indians in the lead from the 
tip, a position they would hold 
for much of the contest. After 
the 4-0 start, Marion fired 
away from three, and then 
found standout Alexus 
Calhoun on a high-low play 
for two more. 

A free throw line jumper 
from Harlee Smock, another 
drive and score from Owens, 
and two run outs from senior 
guard Kassidi Taylor 
answered every Marion 
bucket, and the Lady Indians 
led 12-11 after one. 

In the second, Marion 
launched another three to 
briefly retake the lead before 
Owens drew contact on a 
three-point attempt of her 
own, making all three from 
the charity stripe. On defense, 
Adair’s length and quickness 
turned the Lady Knights over 
all game long, with Alex 
Keltner notching three steals 
in the quarter resulting in 
layups. The increased 
defensive effort surged the 
Lady Indians ahead, and at the 
half, Adair led 26-18. 

The third quarter was more 
of the same. Keltner opened 
the period with a steal and 
assist to Taylor, who was 
outrunning the Marion 
defense all night for easy 
buckets. A Brooklyn Coomer 
inbounds pass to a slashing 
Harlee Smock stretched the 
lead to 14 before Marion 
finally found their first bucket 
of the second half. 

Coach Anthony Epps called 
a timeout to regroup, and from 
there, a three-point barrage 
would follow. Marion drained 


a three and then a long two to 
cut the lead to seven coming 
out of the timeout, and after a 
Taylor and-one, Marion sank 
two more triples to trim the 
lead all the way down to four. 

Coach Turner would take a 
timeout of his own, and 
buckets from Smock and 
Taylor stretched the margin 
back to 10. Marion would tack 
on a free throw, but after 
three, the Lady Indians held a 
commanding 43-34 lead. 

Then came the fourth 
quarter. The length and 
athleticism of Marion County 
finally began to wear on the 
Lady Indians, who turned it 
over on the opening three 
possessions of the period. 
With a 45-36 lead, Keltner 
stole the ball again and found 
Taylor streaking ahead for two 
more. From there, however, 
the Marion defense intensified 
even further, and the three- 
point attack increased. Back- 
to-back Marion County threes, 
plus two free throws, trimmed 
the lead to just three for Adair. 
Another free throw and a 
strong Lady Knight bucket 
inside by Calhoun tied the 
contest at 47 with 2:48 to 
play. 

With the game tied, Coach 
Turner called another timeout, 
resulting in a beautifully 
drawn up play in which Taylor 
beat the Marion County 
pressure and found Owens 
who delivered a dime to 
Smock for an easy two. 
Calhoun would answer inside, 
and after an Adair turnover, 
tacked on two more free 
throws. The Lady Indians 
would get solid looks to draw 
closer, but were unable to 
connect, and Marion held on 
for the win and district title, 
53-51. 

“Even with the loss, the 
crowd was really into the 
game. This one had a 
tournament-like atmosphere,” 
Coach Turner added after the 
loss. “We also want to thank 
the football team that showed 
up and was a huge vocal 
supporter during our game.” 

In defeat, Beth Owens led 
the way with 19 points and six 
rebounds. Kassidi Taylor 
added 17 points of her own, 
Harlee Smock scored eight 
and Alex Keltner’s seven 
points rounded out the night 
for the Lady Indians. 

Indians 55 
Marion County 70 

After a close opener, the 
second game of Thursday 
night’s doubleheader proved 
to be a much less dramatic 
affair. Behind a strong 41- 
rebound effort, and a 10-for- 
13 night from three, Marion 
County cruised to the 55-70 
win. 

“They dominated us on the 
glass and beat us to all the 50- 
50 balls,” Coach Mark Fudge 
said of the loss. “On top of 
that, a team that isn’t normally 
strong from three made 10 of 
them.” 

The Indians would win the 
tip, and with the ball quickly 


finding junior guard Zach 
Hutchison for three, Adair 
found themselves with an 
early 3-0 advantage. The very 
first possession for Marion 
would represent the entire 
contest, however. The Knights 
quickly pushed the ball up the 
court following the Indians 
bucket, missing a contested 
shot inside before grabbing 
the offensive rebound and 
finding the open man for a 
corner three to tie it. 

Another three from 
Hutchison, as well as two 
impressive scores from 
sophomore forward Jacob 
Pooler and Matt Fudge, 
including one trifecta, 
outdueled the early offensive 
approach from Marion, giving 
Adair a 15-13 lead after one 
quarter. 

Both squads would start the 
second quarter in sloppy 
fashion before Ty Bennett 
finally got a shot to fall from 
inside the paint for Adair. 
Marion would connect on a 
skip pass leading to a layup, 
but Pooler would drive and 
answer through contact again. 
Another Marion shot inside 
and the first of many three- 
pointers in the quarter gave 
Marion the 20-19 lead with 
4:52 left. 

From there, physical drives 
and rebounds from Latrelle 
Irvin, coupled with a trio of 
makes beyond the arc for 
Marion pushed the visitor lead 
as high as 11. At the half, the 
margin was 10, and the 
Knights entered the locker 
room on top 35-25. 

A three-point make and 
long two from Fudge, as well 
as three made free throws 
from Bennett, kept the contest 
close in the early going of the 
third, but offensive rebound 
after offensive rebound kept 
the Tribe from ever getting 
closer than eight. After a 
somewhat back-and-forth 
quarter, Marion ran a motion 
offense dribble handoff that 
resulted in a layup, then 
rattled home another three in 
transition, and despite a 
difficult Marshall Shelley 
layup near the buzzer, the 
Knights led 52-39 after three. 

Another triple to open the 
fourth quarter, coupled with 
an Adair offense that was 
unable to connect on their 
own open looks from deep 
spelled doom for the Tribe.

Twelve points for Matt

Adair. Aaran Taylor pitched in 
five, Marshall Shelley four 
and Noah Polston had three 
for the Tribe’s 55-point 
output. 
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Junior Bunch: Forgotten Adair County Athlete

Here at The Adair Progress we always do our best to shine a spotlight on Adair County’s many 
fine athletes, past and present. Sometimes though, a former star on the playing field will go 
unrecognized, usually because his story has been lost to history. That was nearly the case with the 
late former minor league pitcher Junior Bunch, until a relative of Bunch brought his career to our 
attention last week. 

A clip of Owensboro’s Messenger newspaper from 1948 reveals that Bunch—a big lefty born in 
1925—enjoyed a successful season with the D-level Owensboro Oilers, a Boston Braves affiliate of 
the Kentucky-Illinois-Tennessee League. 

Further investigation showed that Bunch was quite effective on the mound during his four-year 
career in the minors, having his best season with Owensboro in 1949 when he compiled a 16-3 
record with a 2.39 earned run average. 

Bunch managed to reach double-A ball with the Shreveport Sports of the Texas League before 
his career was derailed by injuries in 1951. Bunch returned to baseball two years later with the 
class-A Lincoln Chiefs, but never appeared in a game for the squad and never again played 
professional baseball. 

Bunch’s story might’ve been lost because he didn’t return to live in Adair County after his 
playing career was over. He died sometime in the 1970s and over the years he has been mostly 
forgotten in his hometown. 

During his career, Bunch played alongside several notable teammates, including Bill Adair, who 
played 19 seasons in the minors and managed the Chicago White Sox for 10 games in 1970; Ray 
Crone, who pitched in the major leagues for five seasons in the 1950s; 16-year major league 
veteran and 1960 National League All-Star Bill Henry; and 15-year big leaguer and one-time 
American League All-Star Lou Finney.

aggressive team, hitting two straight jumpers and sinking a free 
throw for the first five points of the half. Their run was short-lived, 
however, as Alex Keltner stole an inbounds pass for a layup before 
stealing a defensive rebound from a Lady Tiger and scoring 
another easy lay in. Three-pointers from Keltner and Owens 
pushed the lead to 25 points, and after three, Adair was on top 57- 
30. 

The visitors would again score firstin the fourth period, hitting a 
cutting Lady Tiger off the curl for a midrange jump shot, but 
Katherine Curry sank two free throws to answer. After yet another 
charge taken by Peck, Sammy Jo Kemp gathered an offensive 
rebound, reset the offense, and eventually the ball found its way 
back into her hands for a slashing score to take the lead beyond 30, 
63-32. 

With 4:10 left to play, Coach Turner began taking his three 
seniors out one-by-one, allowing them a much-deserved individual 
standing ovation. With the veterans on the bench, a three from 
Ashley Bragg followed by a bucket through contact and a three 
from Hannah Absher set the final margin at 73-37. 

“Our seniors always play an important part in our rotation,”

Indians 48 Bardstown 60 

In game two of the Senior Night doubleheader, the Indians faced 
a much more competitive Bardstown squad. After being initially 
overwhelmed by the size and talent of the Tigers, Adair found 
themselves behind too much to ever fully recover, falling 60-48. 

“We just dug ourselves too big a hole in the early going,” Coach 
Mark Fudge said. “I was proud of our guys for hanging in there, 
battling back and giving themselves a chance to win the game.” 

The initial onslaught from Bardstown was an impressive one, as 
senior forward Seivon Schooling made his presence known by 
winning the tip, immediately posting-up in the paint and drawing 
an and-one just seconds into the contest. The free throw was no 
good, but Schooling grabbed the rebound and kicked out for an 
open three. 

Chance Melton answered the bell for the Indians as he would do 
all night long, sinking a long two-pointer, but Melton’s bucket, 
along with a deep two from senior point guard Matt Fudge would 
be the only baskets the Tribe would make in the quarter. After one, 
the Indians trailed 19-4. 

After a turnover leading to an easy Bardstown bucket to open 
the second, junior guard Zach Hutchison utilized a down screen to 
free himself for an open three at the top of the key. Fudge then 
drew a foul, making both, and a Melton screen and roll resulted in 
another score for the big man. Melton would then face up and 
blow by his man, scoring through contact, and followed up a triple 
by senior Ty Bennett with a steal and coast-to-coast finger roll, 
showcasing his versatility and trimming the lead to five, 23-18 
with 2:29 remaining in the half. 

Bardstown would take a timeout to stop the Indians momentum, 
and the veteran squad answered. With the help of three missed free 
throws and a continuation call that would make even an NBA 
player blush with 5.7 seconds remaining in the half, the Tigers 
pushed the lead back to 10 at the break, 31-21. 

Bardstown would garner three looks on their opening possession 
of the second half thanks to more impressive offensive rebounding, 
finally connecting on a three from the comer. A Melton left handed 
score around the hoop followed up by an 18-foot jumper from the 
freshman forward matched the pace, but another putback and then 
lax transition defense from the Indians allowed the lead to swell to 
38-25. Four points from Matt Fudge kept the margin the same after 
three, and Bardstown went into the fourth with a 42-29 lead. 

A Zach Hutchison pull-up jumper and Chance Melton free throw 
cut the lead back to 10 before Melton soared to pin a Schooling 
attempt to the backboard, sparking a fastbreak that resulted in a 
Matt Fudge three to trim the deficit to seven. Schooling and 
Melton then traded baskets, attacking each other in the post and off 
the bounce, but a Bardstown three, missed free throws and a 
turnover by Adair saw the lead grow back to 13. 

The Tribe would cut it back to four on a Melton bucket with just 
under three to play, but the physical Bardstown squad controlled 
the backboards and the free throw line to maintain their advantage. 
After Adair fouled to stop the clock, Bardstown made a pair of free 
throws, stole the inbounds pass, and then were granted an 
intentional foul call as Fudge went for a steal of his own. The two 
free throws pushed the lead to 12 again, and it would remain there 
for the final horn, 60-48. 

“Bardstown is a very good team,” Coach Fudge said of the 
opponent after the game. “They will certainly be one of the 
contenders to win the 5th Region championship.” 

On the night, Melton led the Indians with 18 points. Senior 
guard Matt Fudge capped off his home career with a 14-point, 
three-assist outing, while Zach Hutchison’s eight and four apiece 
from Ty Bennett and Jacob Pooler rounded out the scoring for 
Adair.

Soil Test a Good Way 
to Start the 2014 Crop 

As the temperature warms and the growing season nears, it’s 
time to start planning for 2014 crops. The best way a farmer or 
gardener can prepare is by taking a soil sample. Not only will a 
soil sample guide your fertilizer decisions, but thanks to the Adair 
County Soil Conservation District, Adair County landowners may 
receive up to 7 tests for free until March 31st. Landowners just 
need to visit the Adair County Soil Conservation District located 
on Hwy 55 North to receive free soil testing vouchers. 

When taking soil samples, remember that the results of a soil 
test are only as good as the sample itself. Samples should be taken 
at a depth of 3-4 inches for no-till production and 6-8 inches when 
the ground is to be tilled. Take at least 10 cores samples from 
smaller fields to compile one sample for the field. Larger fields 
may require as many as 30 core samples per field. Try to limit soil 
samples to 20 acres or less when possible. Avoid pulling core 
samples from drains, near roadways, around feeding areas, and 
where manure has been applied within the last month. The core 
samples should be placed into a plastic bucket or paper bag, 
mixed well, and dried. 

While taking soil samples, it’s a good opportunity to scout for 
weeds in hay and pasture fields. Many hay and pasture weeds can 
be controlled in the coming weeks including buttercup, thistle, 
dock, and poison hemlock. Pesticide application on these weeds 
in the early spring while they are still small will provide best 
results. Pick calm sunny days to make the pesticide application 
with temperatures above 50 degrees. Hone your skills in 
identifying these weeds in their immature stages and be sure to 
apply the proper pesticide and rate for the weed in question. If 
you need assistance with weed ID or deciding which pesticide or 
rate to use, contact the Adair County Cooperative Extension 
Service.

With no love lost between the longstanding rivals, Adair County 
traveled to Russell County on Friday night for a Valentine’s Day 
doubleheader against the Lakers. The Indians and Lady Indians 
both emerged victorious, returning home with two resume'- 
boosting wins. 

Lady Indians 63 Russell County 56 

Playing their fourth game in five days and fifth game in seven 
days, the Lady Indians led off the doubleheader against Russell 
County. Fatigue appeared to be a massive issue early, as Adair dug 
themselves a huge hole from the get-go, but showed impressive 
resolve to recover for the 63-56 victory. 

“We didn’t play very well, but we found a way to pull out the 
win,” Coach Turner said following the victory. “This was our fourth 
tough game in five days, and that can take a lot out of a team, but 
I’m proud of the way they hung in there until we could make a 
run.” 

Despite the rivalry atmosphere, the Lady Indians came out of the 
gate flat, falling behind 18-4 after the first quarter. From there, 
Adair utilized their balanced offensive attack to rack up 23 points in 
the second quarter, outscoring Russell 23-14 before the half and 
heading into the locker room down just five, 32-27.

Fellow sophomores Beth Owens and 
Brooklyn Coomer joined her in double figures with 15 and 12 
points, respectively. Junior Harlee Smock added nine, while seniors 
Kassidi Taylor and Emily Peck tallied seven and two points, 
respectively. 


Indians 60 Russell County 50 

Friday’s nightcap would be just as exciting. In this one, however, 
neither team fell behind early. After a 71-48 blowout victory for the 
Lakers at Adair County three weeks ago, the rematch was close 
from the opening tip. In the fourth quarter, however, the Indians 
pulled away behind a performance for the ages from senior point 
guard Matt Fudge, and Adair took revenge, 60-50. 

“I thought we did a great job bouncing back after a tough loss on 
Thursday night,” Head Coach Mark Fudge said. “I was worried 
about our legs and fatigue being an issue, but our guys responded 
really well.” 

The two squads traded buckets for much of the methodically¬ 
paced opening half, with Russell leading 15-13 after the first 
quarter and carrying a six-point lead with under four minutes 
remaining in the half. A Zach Hutchison three and a baseline drive, 
floater and-one from Matt Fudge tied the game at 21. A drive-and- 
score from freshman Chance Melton gave Adair the 23-21 lead, but 
two free throws from former Indian Kel Stotts retied the affair. 

Two Fudge free throws and a three from the Indian point guard 
matched a Russell County and-one and long two-point jumper to 
keep the score knotted at 28 at the half. 

The third quarter remained a one possession contest, as Melton 
turned baseline and scored left handed for the first bucket of the 
half and gave Adair the 30-28 lead before a Lakers triple edged 
them back ahead. A lob to Melton on the next play regained the lead 
for Adair, and the teams traded buckets for the remainder of the 
quarter. 

Seven straight points from Fudge would close the quarter. He 
picked Stotts’ pocket and drew the foul, then blew by his defender 
for a floater and the foul. Fudge capped it off with a ridiculous 
dribble-drive, head fake, step through up-and-under jumper from 
the free throw line and sent Adair into the final frame with a 40-38 
lead. 

As was the case in their first meeting, Russell County controlled 
the offensive backboards behind a monster effort from center Nick 
Coffey. The Laker big man scored the first six points of the fourth 
quarter for his team, while the Matt Fudge show was in full effect 
for the Tribe. 

Fudge found Hutchison in the corner for an open three, then 
dribbled full speed to his left, planted a foot just inside the three- 
point arc, and sank a fadeaway over the outstretched arm of the 
taller defender. A Coffey offensive board and score tied the contest 
at 45, but Fudge drove his man to the elbow on the next possession, 
again rising over him to connect on the pull-up jumper. 

On the next Adair trip, Fudge missed a jumper, darted to the rim 
to gather his own rebound, drew a foul and connected on both free 
throws before following that up with a behind-the-back dribble 
move to split two defenders for another long two-pointer. 

A tough Laker bucket for Blake Ellis and another and-one from 
Coffey was answered by a drive and two pairs of made free throws 
from Hutchison. Leading 55-50 with just 1:22 to play, the Indians 
played keep away from the Russell pressure, attempting to trap and 
regain possession. The Adair ball movement was too crisp, 
however, and with made free throws from Melton and senior 
Marshall Shelley, the Tribe pulled away late for the 60-50 win. 

Matt Fudge tallied a career-high 28 points on the night as well as 
a game-high five assists in the victory. Zach Hutchison’s three-for- 
three performance from beyond the arc notched him 14 points, and 
freshman big man Chance Melton scored 12 points, pulled in a 
team-high eight rebounds, and blocked four shots. Three points 
from Ty Bennett, two from Jacob Pooler and one from Marshall 
Shelley rounded out the 60-point effort for the Tribe.

Fudge hasn’t played that game, even though he lost 
three players from last season to nearby schools. 

Fudge should be commended for this, and he also 
deserves more credit than he’s been given for his 
success in 11 seasons as the boys’ head coach. The 
prominent knock on Fudge as a coach has been the pace 
his teams play, which has always been slow and 
deliberate, but this theory doesn’t carry much weight. 
You can’t argue with wins, and if you haven’t noticed, 
few coaches have won like Fudge has. He’s been to state 
as many times as the man the gym he coaches in is 
named after, and even his least talented teams have 
overachieved. 

To close, I just want to wish the Indians and Lady 
Indians good luck at district, and encourage everyone to 
come out and support the boys and girls in Marion 
County.
